2. In regard to claim 1 , Scolini et al. taken either individually or in combination with other 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest presenting, to a user, a plurality of reporting formats 
that are available to be assigned to at least one of a plurality of account statements, each of the 
plurality of reporting format defining parameters relating to report layout, a report delivery 
method, and report assembly method.
